Moscow Trials 

The man who staged the 
first two trials for Stalin was 
Hendrik Yagoda, head of the 
NKVD in the 1930's and usu- 
ally acclaimed as “the flam- 
ing sword of the revolution.”

Forestry Trans 


By CHARLES WERFSS 
HE transfer of the Gév- 
fernment Forestry Division 

to the Jewish National Fund 
last April was at best a 
breach of “orderly procedure” 
and at worst not legal. 

This is the concensus of 
'the legal advisers to Govern- 
Ministries canvassed 
over the past week by The 
Jerusalem Post. 

Anether view suggested that 
it would have been preper for 
the Minister of Agricuiture to 
notify the Cabinet. As far as is 
known, this was never dene 
(Strangely eneugh, the Koard of 
Directors of the J.N.F. was ne- 
tified only a few weeks age). 

They base their opinion on 
the fact that the Covenant 
between the J.N.F. and the 
Government on joint adminis-

This contract, which the

The picture of poliomyelitis 
has beer changing over re- 
cent years in Singapore 4s 
improvements in sanitation 
and standard of living made 
their mark. and fewer child- 
ren died during their first 
year of life. The health au- 
thorities had, not yet got 
around to using the Salk vac- 
cine so that the epidemic of 
type I virus, as in our case, 
found them quite unprepared, 
with a large susceptible po- 
pulation of infants. By this 
time it was too late to use 
Salk vaccine so the authori- 
ties decided to risk the use of 
live virus vaccine. In a recent 
article in the British Medi- 
eal Journal, Dr. J.H. Hale 
and his colleagues explain 
how they did it. 

It is known that persons 
with immunity to ty Il vi- 
rus -have increased, though 
not complete, resistance to

The precedure was simple. 
The child's: temperature was 
taken. If it was normal, hs 
was given @ measured amount 
of virus in a teaspoon of sy- 
rup. Some of the children 
who were in the developing 
stages of the disease did not 
get the vaccine ‘it was too 
late, anyhow) and they 
swelled the numbers of un- 
vaccinated cases. 

Yet the results were spec- 
tacular. There were only six 
cases of polio amongst the 
vaccinated children com- 
pared to 179 cases amongst 
300,000 unvaccimated child- 
ren. The vaccine helped not 
only those who took it but 
also their“ associates. The 
disease is helped by oor sa- 
nitation, and the virus, m‘l- 
tiplying inside the intestine 
of the vaccinees, was sprexd 
widely by them much as the 
type I strain was spreac, L2- 
boratory studies proved that 
this actually happened. 

It seems certain that Salk 
vaccine could not have had 
anything like so marked an 
effect and the authors of the 
article quoted are to be con- 
gratulated for having the 
courage to use an untried 
method.
